culty the famed Bindensburs, where all the
duels for sixty yeurs or wore have taken pluoe,
Anothey version fixe: lhe location in the viciuity
of Lincoln Barracks; unother sl Ruassell Bar-
vincke; snother wcrose n table at Willard's
Hotel, apd snother=—but it would tuke tao
long to mention all the sccounts, even in the
brierest manner. According to one account the
terrible Forney’s opponent was shuttered all to
pieecs, had his shoulder crusbed, his arm
broken, hie breast pierced by a eruel ballet and
one of his legs spoiled, to #ay nothing of his
trigger duger, which was pluced out of duelling
order for an iudednite perod, Aunother sccount
piays the mischie! with Foroey himselfl, while
gul'l another lets him off with only three wouuds
in one of his armes and n damaced upper lip,
An officer at Lincoln Barracks states that the

Lieufenant Brewsier, who appears In the army
register to pertnin to lhe Beventh Uwnited
Siates cavalry, and who, immedistely after
the duel, left with his broken bones and
satlstied hepor for his home in New York
or some other place. According to s ludy
who is intimately acquainted with both Foruoey
and his secoud, the affair onzinsted in this way:
— Forney met an officer at Willard’s Holel, who
invited both Forney and his triend Lo accompauy
him to Lircoln Barrackas for s frolie, When
Jeaving the hotel some ol Forney's friends
asked him where he was going, to  which ha
answered "'To fght sduel,” The three jumped
into a carriage, and on the way lo tue
barracke, being rather lively with wine,
